During the conver- 
sation, at which the con-oapondent of 
the Associated Press was present, Gen- 
eral Rtdz Rivera showed the two dele- 
gates the printed order of General Max- 
imo Gomez, ordering shot all who pro- 
posed pcaco on any terms other than in- 
dependence, and dwlared that Gomee 
^onld accept no proposition but the in- 
dependence for which they were fight- 
ing. The Spanish delegates remained 
three days in Rivera's camp. 

The greatest part of his troops are 
blacks, armed with Remington rifles 
and poorly dressed. Th^ have tvo 
Hotchklss guns, one dynaoilta goU and 
five dynamite magazines. 

When the delegates left the camp Gen- 
eral Rivera gave them a written order, 
bearing his own siKiiiiture, stiitmg that 
hereafter all emissaries projxxsing jK-ace 
under any scheme of autonomy or local 
reforms would be tried and shot.

Tiie action of the senate in adjourn- 
ing was due greatly to tlie tU-sire of 
President McKinley iis he did not desire 
to make any nominations this week. It 
was thout^ht he would send in the 
names of the amlias -adors, but there is 
still uncertainty about the ambassador 
to Germany and the cli;nif:e in the nom- 
ination of Bellamy Storer. who was 
slated as assistant secretary of state, lias 
cans 'd .a shifting slate. It is the pr.-si- 
deiit's intention to send in almost all of 
the assistant secretariejj on one day and 
as these are not selected he desurea tO 
wait until next week. 

As thtre will be no senate this week, 
of course there will b(! no more nomina- 
tions. The pn'sident only made one 
nomination yesterday and that was 
naming W. R. Jewell an postmaster in 
.loe Cannon's town of Danville. Ills. 
This, like the pension agent at Detroit, 
named on Monday, is an emergency 
nomination and had to be made at once. 

The executive session yesterday was 
simply to hear the report of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations on the Alas- 
kan boundary treaty which the com- 
mittee decided to report back to the 
senate favorably. The committee did 
not consider th* urbitatton treaty at 
the meeting j sift waj MM Wiu BOtun 
til next week.

to be available to every photo;^r;iph^r ; 
thus opening a new era in reproductive 
art. 

The process is the discovery of Chas- 
sagne, a Parisian savant, and is purely 
chemical. Any ordinary negative be- 
fore exposure is (lipped in a secret color- 
less bath. The usual negative results 
and from this the usual positive is made 
on paper, glass or other medium. This 
positive being also dipped in the color- 
less liquid acquires a wonderful power 
of selet t n 1 K colon. Dipped successively 
in nionuchromatto batlu of bine, red 
and green, the poaltiye picks out from 
each the exact proportion of oolor neces- 
sary to reproduce the tints of the orig- 
inal. The result is a portrait absolutely 
lifelike in fopm and color and luia- 
scapes that will stand the test of strong 
magnifying glasses. 

To dispose of any chance of fraud in 
this discovery leading English sdentists 
were permitted to make the colored 
pictures with their own apparatus in 
London, being supplied hr tne inventor 
only with the neoeapary chemical baths. 
Ab^ady a great ayndioate has porohased 
the patent rights for a& ooontriea attd 
is preparing to establish branch honaea 
in each oonntiyfor the treatment of 
plataa. The oompositibn of tiM oolsr- 
sensitising solntion is still a s ecret.

TURKS RELIEVED. 



Noarly Two Thoosaad 

War Ve»»el«. 
Canea, March 11.— The Turks who 
were besieged at Candamo have been 
relieved by a detachment from an Ital- 
ian warship and brought here. They 
were delivered with the greatest diffi- 
culty and danger. Candamo is situated 
in a valley snrroonded by forts occupied 
by 10,(100 insurgents. Tho EuropeaTi 
force sent to the rescue of tho Mussnl- 
mana there bedeged was commanded 
by British and French offlcora. The in* 
snrgpnt« searched the Mnunlmans and 
took their arms from them before th(>y 
were allowed to depart. In all b2'A 
men, 1,047 women and children and 
453 Turkish soldiers were taken to the 
coast and embarked on board foreign 
Teasels. 

In an interview with one of the offi- 
cials of Candamo he said the insurgents 
threw 200 shells into the town and fort. 
The ammunition and bread supplies 
were exhausted, but flesh food was 
plentifnL The garrison lost 18 killed 
and 25 wounded. The insnrgents en- 
tered and pillaged the town before all 
the Mohammedans had gone. 

At Selino. daring the embarkation, 
the insurgents who had followed as- 
sumed a menacing attitude and set fire 
to the town. The marines were ordered 
to fire a volley into the air and an Ital- 
ian vessel fired a shell in order to drive 
the insurgents back from the shore. 

Although the party had been 12 hours 
on the march, it was obliged to form a 
cordon acrdss the neck of th e p eninsula 
during the embarkation. Wiian they 
were fired on they replied. 

The rest of the refugees, who are at 
Trinacria, will be assisted by the Tyne 
and a Turkish steamer that has re- 
turned to fetch them. 

The foreign admirals had a confer- 
ence with the insurgents at Akrotiri 
yesterday. It was learned that ox- 
Commodore Reiuack of the Greek army 
had never iinpai ted to tho conferenct' 
the proclaniation of the admirals for- 
bidding thum to attack the towns, al- 
though he had accepted a commifeion 
todosa 

Kii|;ni;i iixMit Ht i'niitlla. 

Berlin, March 11.— A dispatch to 
The Cologne Gazette from Oaudia, 
island of Crete, says that in a light be- 
tween a force of Bashibaeonks and a de- 
tachment of insurgents.'before the gates 
of tlie town, 80 of the Turks were Idlled 
or wounded. The dispatch furtluT 
announces that the firing between the 
oi)|io.-,iiig forces continues, and iliat the 
town is threatened with incendiarism.

Princbton, Ind., March 11.— One of 
the worst railroad wrecks that has oc- 
curred in this vicinity for many years 
happened yesterday morning at 8 o'doc^k 
to the Chicago and Nashville limited, 

Bouthbonnd, over the Kvaiisville and 
Terro Haute railroad, one mile north of 
Hazelton. Th* train was made up of 
engine No. 94 in charge of Engineer 
John K. McCutchaii and J<>^<eph Bow- 
man, fireman ; a combination baggage 
and mallear, smoker, ladies' coach and 
one sleeper. The engine went over the 
embankment, falling a distance of 15 
feet into six feet of water. The smoker 
was telescoped by the baggageoar and 
the ladies' coach and sleeix r remained 
on the track. Engineer Mct'ntchan 
says he was running 85 miles an hour, 
and when he approiiched tln' wa-shout, 
saw nothing but a very small hole. The 
engine passed over it and went dOWn 
the embankment. The dead are : 

George A. Seers, conductor. 

Josei)h Bowman, fireman. 

Three? passenger.-*, names unknown. 

The injured are : 

John K. McCutchan, engineer, 
bruises received by jumping. 

John B. Haueiss, biftkoman, foot ter* 
ribly mashed and otherwise bruised. 

All the passengers in tlie smoker are 
supposed to have been killecl. Four 
JM rsoiis besidn Conductor Sci rs were 
seen in the smoker as it broke loose, 
rolled down the embankment and HqkI- 
ed off in the current. 

Harry J. Hill, the baggageman, was 
th<' only member of tha train orew that 

escaped unhurt. 

About s o'( l(K k yestcrchiy morning a 
large section of the levee broke, sending 
the baggage car and the smoker down 
into the water and both subsequently 
floated away. At IS o'clock yesterday 
tba ladiea coaoh, which had been lying 
crosswise on the tracks, floated off 
toward the river. 

In the afternoon the steamer George 
P. Frank took a load of excundonists up 
White river to see tho wreck. Haselton 
is alive with wreck viewars and the 
people are renderitaig ererj asalstanoa in 
their power. 

It looks now as though several days 
will elapse before trains can be run over 
the washout as there is no way of get- 
ting aronnd it. The cars and engine 
can not be taken out before the water 
goes down. Then bodies of the un- 
known dead may be found, bnt the 
probabihty is that they will !»▼• boan 
washed away. 

The only passeiigeis who went down 
in the wreck, whose identity can be 
traced was a traveling man represent- 
ing W. B. Phillips of Fort Wayne, sell- 
ing ladies shirt waists. His grip, a pair 
of gloves and a card Iwaiiiig the above 
infurniation were found near tho 
wreck. 

W. F. Henderson, manager of the 
Henderson Ckmiedy company, was in 

the wreck and sustained a broken leg. 
He went on to Vincenncs to join the 
comiiany. 

It has just been h ariied that Hi rbert 
Allen, a doorpeeker in the late Indiana 
legislature, was in tlio wreck, uud was 
probably killed. He Uvea at Evans* 
viUe. _

Mount Karris, Mow Torh, laondatod hf m 

Flood. 

RocHKSTKit, March 11. — The Mount 
Morris dam has broke. The towns 
north of Mount Morris are feeling the 
affect of the water let loose, as it 
spreads over the big river flats. Most 
of the damage will be to low-lying 
farm lands. The water in this city has 
risen 15 inches since yesterday, but is 
still nine or 10 feet beloW tliahifh 
water mark of last year. 

The dam at Mount Morris was built 
in the year 1888 by the state and cost 
about $80,000. All manufacturers who 
use water power in that villiige have 
closed down. The Western New York 
and Pennsylvania bridge, which is situ- 
ated alwut 100 feet above the dam, is in 
great danger. The cum>ut has washed 
a hirge hole below it and is gradually 
washing away the earth from near the 
piers. The roadbridgc will certainly be 
carried away if the highwater continues 
as the center pier merely rests on the 
rock, neither bdng sunk into it or faat* 
enedin any manner. The loss so ffer is

PoKTLAM), Mich., March 11.— An ice 
gorge aI>ove town broke at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and is now lodged 
against the dam two miles below. The 
water is backing up on the town. Oellanl 
in the boaiaeaB pfaioes along Kent street 
have bften flooded. All the families 
have moved out along the ftreet leading 
to the depot. Below the gorge the 
ice is 14 inches thkk. and wuwa no 
sign of giving way.

FBANKFOW.Kr., March 0.— The follow- 
ing report, isglMMl UHiay by the State Com- 
missioner of Agrlealtore, shows the con- 
dition of crops and ato^ to Marob 1 la 
the Blue Grass State: 

The March report ia mad* ap from re- 
plies received from 167 oomapoadeatg, 
representing 109 counties. 

The counties failing to report are Al- 
len, Bonrbon, Casey, Floyd, Garrard, 
Oreennp, Riclcman, Jackson, Johnson, 
Knott, Lee, Leslie, LivinK^ton, Magoflin, 
Martin, McCraclcen, McLean, Menifee 
and Perry. 

Wheat— NotwithatandioK several try^ 
ing ordeals the wheat crop passes tho 
winter with condition aveniglng M. On 
December 1 last the condition was 101, 
and March 1, 1896, the condition was 64. 

Out ot 144 replies received to qaestion, 
" Has wheat suffered from any cause dur- 
ing the winter?" 118 answered aflSrma- 
tively and 24 answered " No." The cause 
generally assigned ia sodden, and hard 
freezing while withoot snow protaotion. 
The effect was naturally more marked on 
the late portion of the crop, and in maay 
cases the condition of part of the (nop is 
reported precarious in fhe extreme. 
Early wheat is looking well, though in a 
nomber of cases U is infested with Hes- 
sian fly and considerable apprehension of 
danger from this cause is telt. 

The per cent of 1896 crop still in farm- 
ers' hands averages 9 per cent, and, in 
view of the shortness of that crop, it may 
be said that there is practically no wlieat 
so held. The price of No. 2 wheat in the 
State averages 84 cents per bnshel. 

Live Stooif— Abundant cheap feed and 
nutinly open weather dating the winter 
combine to make an excellent condition 
of live stoclc at this time. 

No contagious or infectious disease is 
reported prevalent, with the exception of 
the ever-prevailing hoffoholera, and, as to 
this, 91 correspondenta report hogs free 
from cholera and thrifty, as against 62 
who reported cholera present. 

The manner in which many correspond- 
ents speak of cholera beinj; present leads 
to the conclusion that the loss of hogs is 
due to a number of other ailments likely 
to appear amouK hogs in a low state of 
vitality and not to genuine cases of chol- 
era. 

The average condition of the different 
classes of live stock is: For horses, 9(3; 
cattie, 96 ; sheep, 88, and hogs, 01. 

The supply of horpes continues in e.T- 
cess of the demand, wliile cattle and sheep 
are scarce and higlier. Hofli, while plan 
tiful in moat sections, are in good de- 
mand. 

Rains and Floods— Recent heavy rains 
have wrought great damage, both to eropa 
in lowlandsand in washing thesoil. The 
damage to hemp in shock and stack has 
been very heavy, and farm work haa been 
practically at a standstill for several 
weeks. 

Fruit Prospects— What information ia 
furnished on this acore is largely to the 
efTect that peaches are badly injured or 
killed. Mr. U. F. llillenmeyer, of the 
Blue Grass Narseries, is not hidined to 
this opinion. He considers the prospect 
for all kinds of fruit above the average 
for this period. 

A liequ est.— This bureau greatly de- 
sires to have a correct and intelligent re- 
port from each county in the State dur- 
ing the season, covering the planting and 
maturing of the various crops, and will 
appreciate voluntary offers of servioee in 
those counties given as not reporting in 
the beginning of this report Though the 
labor will be without pecuniary reward, 
the consciousness of a duty performed 
shoald impd the agiieultarists of the 
State to see that th^ ooantj doaa not 
lag in this matter. 

Too nach cannot be said in pndae of 
the correspondents who have been so 
faithful in the past, and we only wish the 
number may be increased until the en- 
tire field is covered.

previoos years, are indoded in the esti' 
mates given. 

The com on hand, as estimated, ag' 
gregntes 1,164,000,00Q bushels, or 01 per 
cent of the last crop, against 1,079,000,- 
000 in March, 1806. Both the proportion 
and the (luantity in original hia^ at 
this date ore unprecedented, altibongh 
closely approached last year and in 
March, 1890. Corresiionrtcnts report 
large stocks iu cribs, particularly iu the 
prwrie states, awaiting better prices. 

I^e aggregate bold from farms to 
b^oud county lines is 628.000,000 bi 
els, or 27.8 per cent of the crop. The 
proportion merchantable is 1,906,000,000, 
or's4.8 percent. 

Tiie wheat reserves in farmers' hands 
amounts to 20.6 per cent of the crop, or 
88,OIX)0,000 bushels against 1«J,000,000 
bushels last March. Uf this amount ii 
per cent is reported as coming over from 
previous crops. The pruportiou of 
wheat sold oBtUda tiM ooan|y ii 61.7 
per (!ent.
